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INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENTS 1. 


The Deputy Commonwealth Statistician and Government Statist 
(Mr. V.H. Arnold) has made available the following statistics relating to 
industrial accidents in Victoria reported during the years 1957-58 to 1959-60. 


This bulletin is the first published by this Bureau on industrial 
accidents in Victoria, and has been compiled in an attempt to provide much 
needed data on a problem that has caused deep concern, not only in Australia 
but throughout the world. In Victoria alone, the cost to employers of 
insuring their liability against workers! compensation has risen to 
approximately £14 million per year. It is difficult to assess the indirect 
costs associated with industrial injury, but some oversea authorities estimate 
them to be about four times the direct costs; if this is accepted in Victoria, 
the total annual cost to the community could be in the vicinity of £70 million 
per year e 


When, in 1957, it was proposed to collect data concerning accidents 
in industry, the most suitable method of accident reporting was considered. 
It was obvious that it would be impractical to rely on employers to report 
accidents within their establishments, as, although some statutory requirements 
do exist for employers to report to the Department of Labour and Industry, it 
would be difficult to ensure the completeness of such a collection. However, 
as the Workers Compensation Act provides monetary benefits to injured workers, 
who are required to submit claims for such benefits to approved insurers, it 
was considered that the most suitable place to obtain an accident report was 
through the insurance company which handled the claim. Consequently the 
Regulations under the Workers Compensation Act were amended to require insurers 
to submit to the Government Statist a report on each claim for workers! 
compensation, when the claim closed, or at the expiry of 3 years if the claim 
was still unclosed at the end of that time. I+t was also decided to restrict 
the collection in the initial years to fatal cases, and to those where the 
worker was incapacitated for work for a period of one week or more. 


The method of collection used has imposed certain restrictions and 
qualifications on the resulting tabulations appearing in this bulletin. 
These should be carefully noted, and may be summarized as follows:- 


(a) Although the term "Industrial Accident" is used, the collection 
actually represents claims for workers! compensation, and is subject 
to the limitations expressed by the Workers Compensation Act. 


(b) The Act excludes from the definition of Morker" any person employed 
whose remuneration exceeds £2,000 per annum. Although some employers 
do insure against liability for employees whose income exceeds that 
amount, it is not mandatory to do so, and consequently some 
employees in this category will not be included in the tabulations. 


(c) Self-employed persons are also excluded from the provisions of the 
Act, and consequently industrial accidents occurring to them will not 
appear in the statistics. This is likely to have greatest effect 
when considering figures for rural industries. 


(a) The Act provides for compensation for injury arising on journey to 
or from employment, or during a recess period. Although reports of 
such claims have been received, they have been excluded from the 
statistics in this bulletin. 


(e) The 1946 amendment to the Act, which provided compensation for any 
injury (or disease) arising out of or in the course of employment, 
removed to a large degree the necessity of proving a causal 
connection between the employment and the injury to disease), 
and as a result many more disease claims were made compensable. In 
an effort to provide, as reliably as possible, statistics on 
"accidents", i.c. those events about which some specific preventive 
or remedial action may be taken, all disease claims have been excluded 
from the tables in this bulletin. : 


(f) It is realized that the most desirable tabulations would analyze 
accidents by year of occurrence but this, of course, would mean that 
figures would be at least 3 years in arrears, At a later date it 
is intended to analyze the relationship between the date of 
occurrence and the date of reporting, so that approximate conver= 
Sions from one tabulation to the other can be made by researchers. 
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The tables listed in the bulletin are in the form of summary 


tables; tables under detailed headings for industry, accident factor, and 
nature of injury are prepared in this Office and the information shown in 
these is available for inspection on request.

3. 


Definitions, etc. 


Industrial Accident. For the purpose of this collection the 
following definition has been applieds- "An Industrial Accident is 
a compensated work injury causing death, permanent disability, 

or absence of the injured person from work for one week or more, 
excluding journey cases, cases occurring during a recess period, 
and all disease cases." 


Industry Group. In Victoria employers are rated for the purpose 

of workers compensation premiums according to the type of business 
conducted, a premium being fixed for each’ "trade". When this list 

of "trades" was compiled by insurers, it was allied closely with 

the industry classification used for the 1947 Census. Accordingly 
the industry groups shown in this Bulletin approximate those 

used for Census purposes. However, as "Communication" employees 

are almost exclusively employed by the Commonwealth, and are 
consequently exempt from the provisions of the State Act, the 
remaining small numbers have been included with "Transport". Another 
variation is that "Finance" employees have been included with "Other" 
industry, as all clerical workers from whatever industry are subject 
to a special premium, and most "Finance" employees come into this 
category. It should also be noted that because of the very small 
numbers involved, tables in Part II Females, include in "Other" 
industries figures relating to the Primary, Mining, Electricity, 
Buildings and Transport and Communication groups. 


Accident Factor. The various accident factors considered have been 


listed in Table 8. For reasons of space it has been necessary to 
abbreviate the headings used, but detailed lists are available for 
inspection at this Office.
